and  surroundings,  and  therefore  upon  the  comfort 
of  the  inhabitants. 

I would  record  my  indebtedness  to  my  fellow 
officials  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  especially 
to  Mr.  Wm.  Dawson,  the  Chief  Inspector,  for  the 
valuable  and  willing  help  they  have  given  me  at  all 
times  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  my  office,  and  to 
Mr.  John  Owen,  my  statistical  clerk,  for  the  assist- 
ance he  has  given  in  preparing  this  report.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Health  Committee. 


I am  again  able  to  report  favourably,  and  to  show  that 
the  Health  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  1913,  as 
estimated  by  the  general  mortality,  was  in  a most  satisfactory 
condition,  the  Death  rate  of  14  9 per  1,000  being  the  next  lowest 
we  have  ever  had,  and  the  lowest  in  the  District  with  the 
exception  of  Wallasey.  ' 

The  Infantile  Death  rate,  117  per  1000  births,  although  19 
higher  than  that  recorded  for  1912,  must  be  regarded  as  relatively 
satisfactory,  being  exactly  the  same  as  the  average  for  the  96 
large  towns,  and  lower  than  that  of  any  of  the  surrounding  towns 
with  the  single  exception  of  Wallasey.  The  warm  summer,  with 
its  consequent  increase  in  the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  being  the 
chief  cause  of  increase  in  the  infantile  moitality  all  over  the 
country. 
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The  average  death  rate  in  Birkenhead  during  the  last  ten 
years  was  15*8  per  1,000  persons  living,  as  against  14*9  for 
1913,  so  that  here  again  there  is  a steady  decline,  showing  the 
town  to  be  in  a healthy  and  satisfactory  condition. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year,  28*7,  is  0*5  higher 
than  last  year,  and  is  satisfactory,  being  one  of  the  highest 
rates  in  the  country  and  higher  than  the  average  (25*1)  for 
the  96  provincial  towns.

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During  the  year  a complete  scheme  has  been  adopted  for 
dealing  with  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  and  a fully-equipped 
dispensary  has  been  provided,  a full  account  of  which  appears  on 
subsequent  pages  (pp.  48-61). 

I think  the  Committee  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  excellent 
work  which  has  already  been  done  in  connection  with  this 
particular  institution. 

But  perhaps  the  most  interesting  and  important  work  under- 
taken by  the  Committee  during  the  year  is  that  connected  with 
the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes.  A special  Sub-Committee 
was  appointed  for  this  particular  work  in  1911,  and  a great  deal 
of  time  and  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  matter  by  the  Sub- 
Committee.  (See  page  66  at  end  of  this  Report.) 

It  is  desirable  at  this  point  to  go  back  a little  way  in  the 
history  of  the  subject  of  Housing  in  the  Borough.

In  1890  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  Vacher)  scheduled 
as  insanitary  some  829  houses,  most  of  which  have  since  hecn 
demolished  or  made  sanitary.  Out  of  this  number  there  are  still 
some  41  remaining,  which  are  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Committee) 
at  the  earliest  possible  date ; but  although  these  houses  are  still 
standing,  they  have  been  overhauled  from  time  to  time  as  regards 
their  drainage  and  other  sanitary  arrangements. 

Since  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  came  into 
force,  321  houses  have  been  inspected  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  17  of  the  Act  and  the  1910  Regulations.  Of  these  313 
were  found  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Committee. 
In  the  case  of  the  38  which  still  remain  special  negotiations  are 
taking  place  respecting  them. 

In  addition  to  the  above  3,258  houses  have  been  inspected 
throughout  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875  (Section  91),  and 
144  houses  under  Sections  14  and  15  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909. 

Of  the  3,258  houses  above-mentioned,  1,969  were  found  to 
be  seriously  defective  from  the  point  of  view'  of  danger  to  health 
or  structural  faults,  all  of  which  have  been  dealt  with  and 
remedied. 

Public  Wash-Houses. — Amongst  the  problems  waiting  for 
a solution  by  Public  Sanitary  Authorities  is  the  provision  of 
Public  Wash-Houses,  which  can  be  dsed  by  the  poorer  classes. 

When  we  consider  the  total  lack  of  provision  in,  and 
unfitness  from  a sanitary  point  of  view  of  a small  cottage  for 
carrying  on  washing  and  drying  operations,  and  the  amount  of 
dampness  to  the  house  and  general  discomfort  which  it  must 
cause  to  the  children  and  other  occupants  of  the  small  kitchens 
in  which  the  processes  are  carried  on,  it  will  be  seen  at  once  what 
an  enormous  boon  a public  wash-house  offers  to  the  smaller 
householders.  The  gain  from  an  economic  point  of  view  would 
also  be  considerable.  The  amount  charged  for  the  use  of  a small 
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separate  compartment,  such  as  would  be  provided  in  these  places, 
with  the  necessary  hot-water,  steam  boiling-pan,  drainer,  wash- 
tub,  scrubbing-board  and  draw-out  drying  horse,  must  be  much 
less  than  the  cost  of  washing  at  home,  besides  being  infinitely 
more  clean  and  healthy,  and  it  would  thus  enable  a very  deserving 
class  of  women  to  make  ends  meet  more  easily  ; whilst  the 
children  would  get  a home  free  from  the  steam  and  wet  attendant 
on  the  house-washing,  and  thus  infinitely  more  comfortable. 

I would,  therefore,  urge  upon  the  Council  the  desirability 
of  the  provision  of  such  a wash-house  in  connection  with  the 
Public  Baths. 

They  have  proved  of  great  value  in  the  city  of  Edinburgh. 

I have  referred  to  this  subject  in  three  of  my  previous 
Annual  Reports,  viz:  1893,  1894  and  more  fully  in  1895,  and 
I would  again  most  strongly  press  the  matter  for  consideration. 

In  1903  I made  a report  on  Municipal  Lodging  Houses, 
and  I again  referred  to  this  matter  on  page  9 of  my  last  year’s 
Annual  Report,  I would  again  press  the  matter  for  consider- 
ation by  the  Committee. 

In  the  succeeding  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found 
details  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 
together  with  the  vital  and  mortal  statistics  of  the  Borough 
duriug  the  year  under  consideration,  as  follows : — 


DETAILED  STATEMENT  OF 
THE  WORK  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 
DURING  1913. 

Ordinary  Sanitary  Operations. — The  ordinary  sanitary 
operations  of  the  Department  have  continued  to  receive  unre- 
mitting attention.  House-to-house  inspections  of  the  cottage 
property  in  the  Borough  have  been  regularly  made.  Gulleys 
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and  passage  drains  have  been  periodically  cleansed,  public 
fountains,  &c.,  have  been  scoured  and  kept  in  order,  and  the 
systematic  removal  of  ashpit  refuse  at  stated  intervals  has  been 
carefully  superintended.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  work  of  the 
Department  continues  to  increase,  this  is  in  part  due  to  new 
Acts  of  Parliament,  to  the  ever-increasing  population  and 
consequent  greater  crowding,  and  also  on  account  of  the  more 
thorough  manner  in  which  examinations  are  now  made.  The 
latter  tends  to  the  advantage  of  the  public,  both  as  regards 
health  and  comfort,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  down 
public  or  private  nuisances  dangerous  to  the  community.

Smoke  Nuisances. — Observations  were  taken  of  the  smoke 
emitted  from  the  factory  and  other  chimneys  of  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1913.  4 notices  were  served  for  the  abatement 
of  smoke  nuisances,  and  3 notices  were  served  to  raise 
chimneys. 

A summons  was  issued  under  Section  12b  (Sub-Sec.  2)  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  against  the  parent  for  exposing  a child 
in  a street  or  public  place  whilst  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease  (viz.,  scarlet  fever),  a fine  of  £2  and  costs  being  imposed. 

Inspection  of  School  Premises. 

Working  in  conjunction  with  the  Education  Department,  I 
had  35  schools  specially  examinined  by  the  District  Inspectors 
and  reported  thereon  to  the  Education  Committee.  I also  had  4 
special  cases  in  connection  with  school  children  reported  upon.

31  workshops  have  been  closed. 

5 workshops  have  been  transferred  to  more  suitable 
premises. 

75  nuisances  in  connection  with  workshops  have  been 
reported  and  abated. 

16  notices  have  been  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisance 
arising  out  of  defective  drainage,  and  6 for  inefficient 
ventilation. 

19  notices  to  cleanse  and  limewash  the  workshops  have  been 
served  and  complied  with. 

218  occupiers  of  workshops  have  lime  washed  their  premises 
under  inspection,  but  without  waiting  for  the  formal 
notice. 

1 case  of  overcrowding  has  been  reported  during  tho  year. 
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1 workshop  lias  been  provided  with  w.c.  accommodation, 
where  none  previously  existed. 

9 failures  to  affix  abstract  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops 
Act  (s.  133). 

Lists  of  out-workers  have  been  carefully  kept,  and  notices  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  given  in  iny 
Report  for  1892  (pp.  57  and  58),  have  been  served  when  necessary. 

Laundries. — 235  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  the  48 
la  undries  at  present  on  the  register. 

Bakehouses. — The  duties  involved  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Acts  relating  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  bake- 
houses have  been  put  under  a special  Inspector,  and  during  the 
year  377  visits  have  been  made  to  bakehouses. 

There  has  been  a very  great  improvement  secured  by  this 
systematic  inspection.

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The  Midwives  Act,  1902. 

In  connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  a great  deal  of  work  was  done  during  the  year : not  only  in 
visiting  the  homes  of  midwives,  but  in  interviewing  them  in 
connection  with  their  work  and  explaining  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  and  the  rules  laid  down  for  their  guidance  by  the  Central 
Midwives  Board. 

During  the  year  1913,  76  mid  wives  entered  their 
names  on  the  local  register  as  practising  in  the  borough, 

being  l more  than  last  year,  but  names  are  constantly  being  added 

to  the  roll.  Of  the  above  76,  one  died  and  one  of  them 

subsequently  left  the  district,  and  their  names  have  been 
removed  from  the  register  accordingly.  1 1 midwives  gave 
notice  of  change  of  address,  and  one  had  her  name  taken  off 
the  register  at  her  own  request. 

During  the  year  I received  sixteen  complaints  against 
mid  wives.  All  of  these  were  carefully  investigated  and  the 
midwives  in  question  interviewed.  The  Inspector  also  inter- 
viewed 35  midwives  on  minor  matters  where  no  complaint 

had  been  made. 

Notices  were  received  from  midwives  of  63  still  births  (35  male 
and  28  female)  having  occurred ; and  285  cases  were  notified  in 
which  medical  aid  had  been  called  in,  as  against  156  last  year. 

The  Inspector  of  midwives  paid  224  visits  of  inspection  to 
midwives,  and  I also  inspected  the  bags  and  registers  of  a 
small  number. 

I received  great  assistance  in  connection  with  enquiries 
under  this  Act  from  the  Female  Health  Visitors  of  the 
Birkenhead  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
who  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Health  Department  by  special 
arrangement,  and  a number  of  reports  were  made  by  them  to 
me  in  important  cases. 

50  cases  of  unnotified  births  occurred.  38  of  these  were 
attended  by  medical  practitioners,  10  by  certified  midwives  and 
2 by  uncertified  handy-women. 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 

This  Act  was  adopted  in  the  Borough  on  January  3rd,  1912, 
and  three  women  Health  Visitors  were  appointed  in  connection 
with  carrying  out  the  work. 

The  following  is  a record  of  the  cases  visited  by  the  women 
Health  Visitors  during  1913,  viz.  : — 

3576  visits  were  paid  to  the  homes. 

2566  re-visits  were  made. 

1718  visits  were  made  to  children  over  1 year  and  under  5 years. 

3182  infants  were  found  to  be  breast  fed. 

191  infants  were  breast  and  artificially  fed. 

203  infants  were  fed  on  artificial  foods. 

Medical  attention  was  advised  in  78  cases  and  80  cases  of 
ophthalmia  and  108  cases  of  slight  inflammation  of  the  eyes  were 
carefully  watched  and  recovery  resulted  in  each  case. 

108  enquiries  were  made  in  illness  from  diarrhoea,  and  also  in 
18  cases  where  death  from  diarrhoea  had  occurred. 

49  cases  of  nuisance  were  reported  to  the  Nuisance  Depart- 
ment. 12  cases  were  referred  to  the  Charity  Organisation  Society, 
and  21  cases  reported  to  the  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children. 

7 cases  were  sent  to  the  school  clinic  and  5 to  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

The  Ladies’  Committee  of  the  Society  for  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  with  whom  we  w^ork  jointly  in  regard  to  the 
Health  Visitors,  have  allowed  extra  nourishment  in  the  case  of 
68  children,  and  milk  and  cereals  to  30  nursing  mothers. 

10  children  were  sent  to  a convalescent  home.

112  Public  Library  and  27  School  Library  books  were  collected 
from  infected  houses  and  disinfected,  and  4 other  books  were 
destroyed.

No-on©  applied  to  be  cleansed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  but  special  baths  are  provided  for  this  purpose  at 
the  disinfecting  station  in  Corporation  Road. 

Seizure  and  Destruction  of  Unwholesome  Meat,  Fish, 
and  Vegetables. 

The  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  has  furnished  the  following 
particulars  of  meat,  &c.,  unfit  for  human  food,  seized  and  de- 
stroyed during  1913. 

The  total  weight  of  the  meat  destroyed  amounted  to  206  tons, 
1 cwt.,  3 qrs.  Some  of  this  was  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the 
butchers,  they  having  called  the  Inspector’s  attention  to  it. 

As  in  all  recent  years,  a considerable  proportion  of  the  meat 
taken  was  on  premises  in  connection  with  the  Foreign  Animals 
Wharf,  Woodside.

Out  of  the  above  1 1 samples  of  Milk,  3 of  Butter,  1 of  Coffee, 
l of  Sweets  and  l of  Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre  were  reported 
adulterated,  and  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  6 samples 
of  Milk.  2 of  Butter  and  1 of  Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

With  reference  to  the  remaining  samples  reported  adulterated 
the  Health  Committee  considered  it  was  inadvisable  to  institute 
proceedings,  and  the  particulars  of  the  respective  cases,  and  the 
circumstances  which  determined  the  Committee’s  decision  are  as 

follows,  viz  : — 

Coffee  sample  No.  48. 

In  this  case  the  sample  was  reported  to  contain  five  per  cent 
of  Chicory,  and  as  the  amount  of  adulteration  was  small,  the 
vendor  was  cautioned. 

Milk  sample  No.  59. 

This  sample  was  reported  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent 
of  six  per  cent,  but  as  the  total  solids  in  the  milk  were  found  to 
be  11*5  percent,  the  amouut  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
it  was  not  considered  advisable  to  institute  proceedings. 

Milk  sample  No.  96. 

In  this  case  the  Milk  was  reported  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to 
the  extent  of  three  per  cent,  and  as  the  amount  was  small,  the 
attention  of  the  veudor  was  directed  to  the  matter. 
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Milk  samples  Nos.  129  and  134. 

Sample  No.  129  was  reported  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  the 
extent  of  3*3  per  cent,  and  upon  a sample  (No.  134)  being  taken 
in  course  of  delivery  from  the  farmer  to  the  local  shopkeeper  an 
exactly  similar  deficiency  was  found  to  exist.  Under  the  circum- 
stances the  Committee  did  not  think  it  advisable  to  institute 
proceedings  in  either  case. 

Milk  sample  No.  158. 

This  sample  of  Milk  was  reported  to  contain  two  grains  of 
Boracic  Acid  per  pint,  and  the  vendor  was  afforded  an  opportunity 
of  furnishing  an  explanation,  which  after  consideration  was 
accepted,  with  an  intimation  that  if  a further  similar  offence  was 
reported,  proceedings  would  probably  be  instituted. 

Butter  sample  No.  179. 

In  this  case  the  Butter  was  reported  to  contain  16-56  per 
cent  of  water,  or  -56  per  cent  above  the  amount  allowed  by  “The 
Sale  of  Butter  Regulations,  1902.” 

Inquiry  was  made  into  the  matter,  when  it  was  found  the 
Butter  was  of  Irish  manufacture,  and  full  particulars  respecting 
the  sample  were  subsequently  supplied  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries. 

Sweets  sample  No.  216. 

This  sample  of  Sweets  was  reported  to  contain  2-5  per  cent 
of  Bone  Black  or  animal  charcoal. 

Upon  inquiry  being  made  into  the  matter  it  was  stated  the 
bone  black  was  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  sweets  as  a 
colouring  material,  and  as  the  quantity  was  small  and  apparently 
not  injurious  to  health,  it  was  thought  inadvisable  to  institute 
proceedings,  but  copies  of  the  correspondence,  with  full 
particulars,  were  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  upon  the  matter.

Milk  samples  Nos.  87  and  95. 

In  connection  with  these  two  samples  it  may  be  explained  that 
sample  No.  87  was  purchased  from  a small  shopkeeper  in  the 
Pmrough,  and  sample  No.  95  from  a farmer  in  course  of  delivery 

to  the  shopkeeper. 

When  the  two  cases  came  before  the  Court  the  Magistrates 
ordered  the  shopkeeper  (No.  87)  to  pay  the  costs,  and  fined  the 
farmer  £3  and  £1  5s.  costs  in  the  case  of  sample  No.  95. 
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Butter  sample  No.  200. 

This  Butter  sample  was  reported  to  contain  18-1  per  cent  of 
water,  or  2T  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  amount  allowed  by  the 
“Sale  of  Butter  Regulations,  1902.” 

When  the  case  came  before  the  Court  the  Magistrates,  at  the 
request  of  the  defendant,  ordered  the  third  portion  of  the  sample 
retained  by  the  Inspector  to  be  sent  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Inland  Revenue  for  analysis,  and  adjourned  the  case  sine  die. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  certificate  of  analysis  from  Somerset 
House  it  was  found  to  corroborate  the  report  of  the  Public 
Analyst,  and  upon  the  subsequent  hearing  of  the  case  in  Court 
the  Magistrates  fined  the  defendant  £l  and  £l  7/6  costs. 

Sample  of  Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre,  No.  231. 

With  reference  to  the  sample  of  Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre,  No. 
231,  reported  to  be  deficient  in  32  per  cent  of  Ethyl  Nitrite,  and 
in  which  case  the  summons  against  the  vendor  was  dismissed  on 
the  grounds  that  the  vendor  had  a warranty,  and  had  sold  the 
article  in  the  same  condition  as  when  received,  proceedings  were 
subsequently  taken  against  the  wholesale  manufacturers  for 
unlawfully  giving  a false  warranty  in  writing,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  20  (6)  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1899. 

The  Magistrates  after  hearing  the  evidence,  however,  dis- 
missed the  case,  and  held  that  the  defendants  at  the  time  they 
gave  the  warranty  had  reason  to  believe  that  the  statements 
contained  therein  were  true.

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops’  Regulations. 

No  proceedings  for  infringment  of  the  Regulations  had  to  be 
taken  during  this  year. 

Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1886. 

The  Milkhouses. — The  regulation  of  dairies,  cowsheds,  and 
milk-shops,  and  the  supervision  of  milk-sellers,  has  had  systematic 
attention  for  a number  of  years.  Special  care  is  taken  that  the 
ventilation,  lighting,  cleansing,  draining,  and  water  supply  of 
premises  used  for  milk-trade  are  thoroughly  efficient.  The  register 
of  milk-sellers  is  revised  week  by  week.  The  total  number  of 
milk-shops  is  204,  in  addition  there  are  17  purveyors  of  milk, 
10  cowsheds,  and  55  farmers  resident  outside  the  Borough, 
registered  to  purvey  milk  inside  the  Borough. 

Twice  every  year  notice  is  sent  to  all  the  milk-sellers  requiring 
that  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  every  room  in  the  occupation  of 
Registered  Milk-sellers,  used  for  storage  or  sale  of  milk,  shall  be 
lime-wuished,  that  is  to  say,  in  March  and  September ; but  if  the 
walls  are  painted,  then  they  must  be  washed  and  thoroughly 
cleansed  twice  every  year,  in  March  and  September. 

Meteorological  Results. 

The  noteworthy  features  of  the  meteorology  of  the  year  are 
given  in  the  following  tabular  statement,  which  has  kindly  been 
prepared  by  W.  E.  Plummer,  Esq.,  M.A.,  F.R.A.S  , Director  of 
the  Observatory,  Bidston  Hill,  Birkenhead,  who  also  furnishes 
particulars  weekly  of  the  daily  observations  taken  under  his 
directions,  from  which  Table  IV.  in  the  appendix  is  compiled.

Bose  trees  were  floweriug  at  Christinas;  but  whit 
was  still  more  remarkable  was  a large  geranium  which  was  in 
full  flower  out  of  doors  on  one  of  the  verandahs  at  the  Fever 
Hospital  in  Tollemache  Road,  on  the  27th  December.  It  had 
been  continuously  flowering  since  the  middle  of  June. 

Water  Supply.  —The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  from 
deep  wells  in  the  old  red  stone,  and  is  of  excellent  quality.

Area — The  Borough  has  au  area  of  3850  acres,  or  a little 
more  than  six  square  miles. 

Population — The  Census  was  taken  in  England  and  Wales 
on  April  2nd,  1911,  and  showed  the  number  of  persons  in 
Birkenhead  to  he  130,794,  being  19,879  more  than  the  number 
shown  in  the  Census  taken  on  April  1st,  1901. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Annual  Report  an  estimate  is 
required  of  the  number  of  persons  living  at  Midsummer, 
1913,  and  I have  estimated  that  on  the  30th  June  of  that 
year  the  population  was  135,740,  and  on  this  estimate  have 
based  the  following  statistics. 

At  the  time  of  the  1901  Census  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  was  19.744,  giving  an  average  number  of  persons  per 
house  of  5*6  ; the  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  at  the  time 
of  the  1911  Census  was  24,343  giving  an  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  of  5*3.

— During  the  year  1913 
the  returns  of  the  local  registrars  recorded  3931  births  and  2032 
deaths  in  the  Borough  of  Birkenhead.  The  natural  increase  in 
the  population  in  1913  was  therefore  1899.

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The  proportion  of  Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  year  to  the 
Births  registered. — The  proportion  in  Birkenhead  Borough  in  1913 
was  equal  to  117  per  1000,  and  compares  very  favourably 
with  that  of  other  towns.  The  average  infantile  mortality  for 
the  96  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was  117  per  1000 
births,  Birkenhead  having  the  same  rate — i.e,,  it  compares  very 
favourably  with  other  large  towns  of  the  country,  The  rate 
varied  greatly  in  the  different  towns  in  the  N.W.  District — from 
170  in  Wigan,  174  in  Burnley,  155  in  St.  Helens,  147  in  Black- 
burn, 146  in  Stockport,  145  in  Bootle,  142  in  Bolton,  138  in 
Oldham,  132  in  Liverpool,  and  117  in  Birkenhead,  &c. 

Tabular  Statements. — In  the  appendix  to  this  Report  are 
tabular  statements  of  the  year’s  mortality  within  the  Borough, 
classified  according  to  the  diseases,  ages  and  localities,  a weekly 
register  of  deaths  and  of  meteorological  results,  together  with  a 
return  of  tho  deaths  in  the  Birkenhead  Union  Hospital  and 
Workhouse,  etc. 

Table  I.  shows  the  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  Borough 
during  1913,  arranged  with  reference  to  the  age  at  which  death 
occurred  in  each  case.  They  are  disposed  in  four  sub-tables — the 
deaths  in  the  townships  of  Birkenhead  and  Claughton  in  the 
first,  deaths  in  Tranmere  (exclusive  of  the  Union  premises)  and 
Oxton  in  the  second,  the  deaths  in  the  incorporated  portion  of 
Higher  Bebington  in  the  third,  and  the  deaths  in  the  Union 
Hospital  and  Workhouse  in  the  fourth  The  deaths  of  infants 
are  entered  up  in  three  columns — those  under  one  year,  those  of 
one  year  and  under  two  years,  and  those  turned  two  years  and 
under  five.  Then  follow  the  deaths  of  children  and  young 
persons,  those  turned  five  years  and  under  twenty ; and  of  adults 
those  turned  twenty  and  under  forty,  and  those  turned  forty  and 
under  sixty.  In  the  last  two  columns  are  the  deaths  of  old 
people,  those  turned  sixty  and  under  eighty,  and  those  of  eighty 
and  upwards.  Reference  to  this  table  will  show  that,  of  the 
gross  local  mortality  for  1913,  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  accounted  for  458,  those  over  one  year  but  uuder  five 
years  of  age  244,  children  and  young  persons  125,  adults  651, 
old  people  sixty  years  of  age  and  upwards  554. 
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The  relative  proportion  of  deaths  in  1913  among  the  infants, 
children  and  young  persons,  adults  and  old  people,  to  the  whole 
number  of  deaths,  in  certain  sub-divisions  of  the  borough,  in  the 
premises  controlled  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and  in  the 
entire  incorp  n’at  id  area,  is  readily  shown  in  tabular  form,  thus  : —

In  this  respect  the  local  mortality  compares  favourably  with 
the  mortality  in  most  great  cities  and  boroughs.  The  percentages 
taken  out  for  Bebington  have  little  significance,  the  number 
of  deaths  being  so  small. 

The  Registrar  General  states  that  the  factor  for  correcting 
the  general  death  rate  for  Birkenhead  for  the  intercensal  period, 
1912—1921,  is  P0324. 

Table  II.  is  the  weekly  register  of  deaths  in  the 
Borough  of  Birkenhead  for  1913.  The  deaths  are  entered  into 
three  sub-tables,  representing  Birkenhead  ; Claughton,  Tranmere, 
Oxton  and  Bebington,  and  the  Union  Hospital  and  Workhouse. 
Table  III.  is  a summary  of  the  weekly  register  of  deaths. 
Table  IV.  is  a Weekly  Condensed  Register  of  Meteorological 
Results.  Table  Y.  is  a street  register  of  deaths. 

The  Classification  of  Death  Causes. — The  causes  of  death, 
als  they  appear  in  Tables  I.  and  II.  in  the  appendix,  are 
systematically  classified  according  to  the  principles  laid  down  by 
the  late  Dr.  W.  Farr,  the  nosology  being  that  adopted  by  the 
Registrar-General  until  within  the  last  few  years,  which  experience 
has  shown  to  be  well  suited  for  statistical  purposes.  The  death 
causes  are  arranged  under  classes  and  orders,  the  latter  corres- 
ponding to  the  families  of  Natural  History.  Genera,  or  what  in 
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diseases  would  be  varieties,  are  not  distinguished.  All  death 
causes  are  thus  conveniently  classified  under  140  heads,  some  of 
which  however,  include  diseases  very  distinct  from  one  another. 

At  the  beginning  of  Table  I.  are  the  totals  of  deaths  from  all 
causes,  and  on  the  next  line  the  totals  of  deaths  from  specified 
causes.  The  deaths  which  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to  unspecified 
causes  are  not  only  those  ascribed  in  legal  phraseology,  to 
“visitation  of  God”  or  “natural  causes.”  but  those  which,  with 
almost  equal  vagueness,  are  classified  as  due  to  “tumour,” 
“ coma,”  etc.  The  deaths  from  specified  causes  are  then  divided 
into  five  classes.  Ciass  I.  (the  zymotic)  embraces  all  diseases, 
either  epidemic,  endemic  or  contagious,  which  are  induced  by 
some  specific  body,  or  by  want  of,  or  by  the  bad  quality  of  food. 
The  diseases  coming  under  Class  II.  (constitutional  or  cachetic) 
appear  to  be  due  to  a bad  habit  of  body,  and  possibly  may 
sometimes  be  hereditary.  Class  III.  takes  in  diseases  the  effects 
of  which  are  manifest  in  disturbing  or  obliterating  the  function  of 
particular  organs  or  systems.  Class  IV.  includes  the  conditions 
tending  to  produce  death  which  are  the  incidental  results  of  the 
formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive  processes.  Class  V.  groups 
together  all  deaths  which  are  the  evident  and  direct  result  of 
physical  or  chemical  forces. 

Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases.  The  deaths  from  zymotic 
diseases  include  36  by  what  have  been  termed  the  chief  zymotics 
(certain  diseases  belonging  to  the  miasmatic  order),  viz.,  measles 
8,  scarlatina  4,  diphtheria  18,  membranous  croup  2,  fevers  1, 
and  puerperal  septicmmia  3.  The  remaining  169  were  entered  to 
what  have  been  called  minor  zymotics  (diseases  less  prevalent, 
less  fatal,  or  less  obviously  zymotic  in  character),  viz.,  whooping 
cough  41,  erysipelas  4,  influenza  15,  diarrhoea  100,  syphilis  6, 
and  other  zymotic  diseases  3. 

Relative  Fatality  of  Chief  Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  following  table  shows  at  a glance  the  relative  fatality  of 
the  chief  zymotic  diseases  for  the  year  on  the  corrected  estimate 
of  population.

Taking  277  who  died,  and  97  who  removed  to  other  districts, 

65  postponed  by  medical  certificates,  and  9 which  were 
insusceptible,  and  34  in  abeyance,  from  3806,  it  leaves  3324 
children  who  could  possibly  be  vaccinated.  Of  these  2893  were 
vaccinated,  equal  to  a little  over  87  per  cent. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  431  children  were  unvaccinated 
owing  to  objections  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  an  increase  of 
141  on  the  previous  year. 
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NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911. 

(Which  came  into  operation  on  the  15th  July,  1912.) 

In  connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  a scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the  27th  August, 
1912,  and  approved  of  by  them. 

It  passed  the  Council  on  September  4th,  and  was  sanctioned 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  February  8th,  1913. 

Dr.  Cyril  Banks  was  appointed  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  October  25th,  but  did  not 
take  up  his  duties  until  1st  January,  1913. 

Report  on  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 

During  the  year  1913. 

The  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  commenced  on 
January  1st,  1913,  in  temporary  rooms  in  the  To^n  Hall. 
On  July  18th  the  Dispensary  at  6 Duncan  Street  was  opened,  and 
the  work  has  been  carried  on  there  since  that  date.  The  premises 
consist  of  a large  waiting  room,  nurses’  office,  consulting  and 
dressing  rooms  and  laboratory.  The  staff  consists  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  the  Inspector  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  (Miss  M.  Gibson),  and  the  Dispensary 
Nurse  (Miss  Roberts). 

Throughout  the  year  cordial  co-operation  has  been  main- 
tained between  the  Dispensary  and  the  medical  practitioners  of 
the  Borough,  and  also  between  the  Dispensary  and  other 
organisations  dealing  with  the  sick  poor,  such  as  the  Poor  Law 
Authorities,  the  Charity  Organisation  Society,  and  the  Liverpool 
Invalid  Children’s  Association,  and  it  is  expected  that  as  the 
work  of  the  Dispensary  becomes  more  generally  known  this 
co-operation  will  become  strengthened  and  systematised, 

The  following  records  and  tables  show  the  varied  nature  and 
extent  of  the  work  which  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year, 
but  it  must  be  distinctly  borne  in  mind  that  the  Dispensary  will 
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only  attain  its  full  activities  and  usefulness  when  the  remaining 
portions  of  the  Corporation’s  arrangements  for  the  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  are  complete,  that  is  to  say,  when  the  Hospital  at 
Thingwall  and  the  Joint  Sanatorium  in  the  County  are  available.

Preventive  Work. 

The  most  important  part  of  the  preventive  work  is  the  home 
visitation,  whereby  the  patient  and  his  relatives  are  instructed  in 
the  precautions  which  should  he  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease,  and  encouraged  to  adopt  the  modes  of  life  best 
calculated  to  preserve  good  health.  The  Visitors  are,  on  the 
whole,  well  received,  nnd  the  results  of  their  constant  supervision 
over  many  of  the  poorer  homes  have  been  gratifying.

Educational  Work. 

The  personal  instructions  of  the  health  visitor  regarding  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  Consumption  are  supplemented  by 
the  distribution  of  pamphlets  and  pictures.  During  the  year  the 
Dispensary  published  a simple  pamphlet  compiled  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  entitled  “ Advice  to  Consumptives  and 
Others,”  and  this  is  distributed  widely  among  the  patients. 
From  time  to  time  small  gatherings  of  patients  and  relatives  were 
held  at  the  Dispensary  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the  principles 
of  prevention.  In  November  and  December -a  course  of  four 
lectures  on  “ The  Nature  and  Prevention  of  Consumption  ” was 
given  in  a room  lent  by  the  Education  Committee  at  the  Higher 
Elementary  School,  of  which  the  following  copy  of  the  advertise- 
ment placards  gives  an  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  course.

The  lectures  were  illustrated  by  lantern  slides  and  diagrams, 
and  large  audiences  were  obtained.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer 
also  addressed  the  boys  of  the  Shaftesbury  Club,  and  numerous 
arrangements  were  made  for  lectures  during  1914, 

The  importance  of  this  branch  of  the  work  cannot  be  over- 
estimated, for  the  spread  of  Consumption  is  largely  due  to 
ignorance,  and  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  of  the  nature  of 
the  disease  is  a necessary  part  of  the  campaign  against  it. 

Other  Dispensary  Work. 

Examination  of  “ Contacts ,” 

Efforts  are  made  to  detect  cases  of  early  Tuberculosis 
occurring  in  those  who  have  lived  in  close  contact  with  notified 
cases  of  Consumption,  and  who  have  thus  run  the  risk  of 
infection.  During  the  year  217  such  persons,  suffering  from 
suspicious  ill-health  were  medically  examined  either  at  the 
Dispensary  or  in  their  own  homes,  and  among  them  13  cases  of 
Consumption  were  found.  Of  these  13  cases  8 had  probably 
received  their  infection  from  the  case  originally  notified,  while 
the  other  5 cases  had  probably  been  the  sources  of  infection  of 
the  cases  notified, 


Co-operation  with  Medical  Practitioners . 

The  Dispensary  co-operates  with  the  Practitioners  of  the 
Borough  concerning  diagnosis  (including  routine  observations  of 
doubtful  cases  as  regards  weight  and  temperature  variations); 
also  in  securing  continuity  of  treatment  by  acting  as  intermediary 
between  the  various  Sanatoria  and  the  practitioners. 

Total  number  of  consultations  between  Tuberculosis  Officer 
and  Practitioners  for  various  purposes  during  1913,  258, 

Laboratory  Work, 

The  Dispensary  undertakes  free  of  charge  the  microscopic 
examination  of  sputum  and  fluids  suspected  to  contain  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  in  order  to  assist  Medical  Practitioners  in  diagnosis. 
During  the  year  214  specimens  have  been  examined,  of  which  111 
were  from  patients  attending  the  Dispensary,  and  103  were  sent 
by  Medical  Practitioners, 

Treatment 

General  Treatment  is  not  undertaken,  the  Dispensary  treat- 
ment being  limited  to  the  application  of  special  methods  (eg. 
Tuberculin)  carried  on  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  co-operation 
with  the  medical  practitioner  providing  the  general  treatment  of 
the  case.  During  the  year,  70  patients  received  Tuberculin;  of 
these,  30  persevered  and  completed  a course  of  treatment  of  at 
least  three  months,  the  minimum  period  of  treatment  for  the 
establishment  of  any  satisfactory  results.  38  cases  .were  under 
treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  preparations  used  are 
P.T.O.,  P.T.,  T.,  and  S.B.E.,  and  the  results  continue  to  l e 
encouraging.  The  extravagant  claims  alternately  made  and 
condemned  in  the  popular  press  in  regard  to  Tuberculin  cause 
some  bewilderment  in  the  minds  of  the  public  ; this  opportunity 
may  be  taken  of  stating  that  Tuberculin,  used  with  care  and 
discretion,  is  proving  a very  valuable  adjunct  to  the  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis,  Intravenous  injections  of  Iodoform  have  been 
given  in  several  cases.

Types  of  some  of  the  Work  done  which  cannot  appear  in  Statistics. 

(a)  X,  had  been  notified  as  a case  of  tuberculous  glands  of 
neck  after  a visit  to  a Liverpool  hospital.  Had  not  subsequently 
attendel  to  have  the  lump  treated.  She  was  visited  and  advised 
as  to  necessity  for  treatment.  Letter  of  introduction  given  to 
Borough  Hospital  dentist,  who  removed  bad  teeth.  Then  given 
letter  of  introduction  to  surgeon  at  the  hospital,  who  removed  the 
glands.  The  girl  was  thus  guarded  against  her  own  perilous 
indifference. 

(h)  Y,  mother  of  tuberculous  children,  had  slight  cough 
but  did  not  regard  it  as  serious.  In  the  course  of  “following 
up”  the  children  the  mother  was  examined  and  found  to  have 
definite  tuberculosis.  She  was  then  put  under  treatment,  and 
also  instructed  how  to  take  precautions  to  avoid  infecting  the 
other  children.

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Inquests. — The  number  of  inquests  held  during  1913  was  174, 
thus  8‘5  per  cent.  of  the  sum  of  the  deaths  in  the  Borough 
formed  the  subject  of  official  enquiries.  Out  of  the  174  inquests 
held,  3 were  upon  the  bodies  of  infants  whose  deaths  were 
due  to  being  overlain. 


Deaths  not  Certified. — Not  all  the  death  causes  which  are 
classified  represent  diseases  or  symptoms  observed  and  certified 
by  medical  men  in  attendance  during  the  last  illuess,  or  verdicts 
following  otfLdal  investigation.  A significant  proportion  of  the 
death  causes  are  entered  in  the  register  on  the  doubtful 
testimony  of  deceased  persons’  relatives  or  friends,  or  fellow 
lodgers.  The  registrars  have,  therefore,  been  required  to  mark 
in  the  returns  furnished,  every  death  not  certified  by  a registered 
practitioner,  or  made  the  subject  of  a coroner’s  inquest.  In 
1913,  out  of  the  2,032  deaths  registered,  4 were  marked  “not 
certified,”  that  is  0*19  per  cent.  The  causes  of  the  4 deaths 
were  entered  in  accordance  with  the  statements  of  persons  giving 
information  to  the  registrars  as  follows

though  how  such  conclusions  were  arrived  at  does  not  appear. 
In  my  opinion  such  deaths  ought  not  to  be  registered  without  a 
Coroner’s  certificate. 


The  proportion  of  uncertified  deaths  to  the  sum  of  the  deaths 
was  as  already  stated,  0*19  per  cent,  as  compared  with  0*35  per 
cent,  in  1912. 

Deaths  classified  according  to  Localities.— Tables  I.,  II., 
III.,  and  IV.,  in  the  appendix,  having  been  fully  discussed,  are 
followed  by  Table  V.,  in  which  the  deaths  registered  during 
1913  are  classified  according  to  the  localities  in  which  they 
occurred.  Opposite  each  street  or  place  is  the  number  of  deaths 
from  all  causes  and  from  zymotic  diseases,  registered  as  occurring 


in  that  street  or  place  during  the  year.  As  it  was  felt  that 
particulars  of  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes,  from  zymotic 
diseases  and  of  infants  in  each  ward,  would  prove  interesting, 
and  as  the  Street  Register  does  not  afford  this  information,  the 
Table  here  subjoined  has  been  drawn  up.

Illegitimacy. — Statistics  relating  to  illegitimacy  are  impor- 
tant, not  merely  on  account  of  the  bearing  which  such  a subject 
has  upon  the  social  life  of  the  community,  but  also  with  a view 
ultimately  of  showing  to  some  extent  the  influence  which 
illegitimacy  exerts  upon  the  “ chances  of  life  ” of  infants,  as  it  is 
well  known  that  the  death-rate  of  illegitimate  children  is 
considerably  greater  than  that  of  those  born  in  wedlock.  I have 
thought  it  desirable,  therefore,  to  continue  these  statistics  in  this 
report,  as  the  subject  is  one  of  some  interest. 


The  following  table  gives  the  total  number  of  legitimate  and 
illegitimate  births,  with  the  rates  per  1000  of  births  and  per  1000 
living,  and  statistics  relative  to  the  deaths  of  such  children  under 
one  year  of  age.

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  were 
back  to  back  houses,  solid  backed  houses,  no  through 
ventilation,  crowded  and  confined  conditions,  the  want  of,  or 
insufficient  yard  space,  water  supply  and  sanitary  conveniences, 
and  general  repairs. 
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la  addition  to  the  dwelling  houses  dealt  with  under  Section 
17,  77  houses  have  been  inspected  and  made  fit  for  human 
habitation  under  Sections  14  and  15  of  the  Act  of  1909. 


787  dwelling  houses  have  also  been  thoroughly  inspected 
during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Healrh  Act 
1875,  and  the  various  defects  found  therein  remedied,  and  the 
houses  put  into  a proper  and  satisfactory  condition. 


I think  the  year’s  record  must  be  considered  a satisfactory

FRANCIS  VACHER,  M.R.C.P.,  & F.R.C.S.  (Edin.),  F.C.S., 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Birkenhead,  1873—1891. 

Died  25th  February,  1914. 


Francis  Yacher  was  born  in  London,  on  the  13th  February, 
1843,  his  father  being  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Yacher,  head  of  the  firm 
of  Yacher  & Sons,  Printers,  Westminster.  He  was  educated  at 
a private  school  near  Hampton  Court. 

At  the  outset  of  his  career  his  inclinations  suggested  to  him 
the  profession  of  an  Artist,  and  he  became  a student  at  the  West 
Kensington  School  of  Art,  subsequently  he  pursued  his  studies  in 
Germany.  He  was  not  destined,  however,  to  take  up  Art  as  a 
life  vocation,  having  developed  a taste  for  Science  and  Medicine, 
lie  early  in  1864  matriculated  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
Here  he  studied  under  Professors  Goodsir,  Syme,  Christison  and 
Simpson,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  that  wide  medical  and 
scientific  knowledge,  which  he  knew  so  well  how  to  use  and  how 
to  express.  He  did  not,  however,  graduate  at  tho  University, 
but  took  the  Diplomas  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Edinburgh. 

After  acting  as  House  Surgeon  at  the  Royal  Maternity 
Hospital  for  upwards  of  a year,  he  came  to  Birkenhead  on  the 
1st  of  July,  1867,  as  House  Surgeon  at  the  Borough  Hospital. 
Here  he  continued  until  the  year  1873,  when  he  was  selected  to 
fill  the  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  vacated  by  Dr.  Baylis’ 
removal  to  West  Kent. 

By  devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  by  frequently 
writing  to  the  medical  journals,  Dr.  Yacher  soon  became  widely 
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known  and  recognised  as  an  authority  on  matters  relating  to  the 
public  health.  He  held  the  position  of  Medical  Officer  for 
Birkenhead  for  about  nineteen  years,  but  resigned  at  the  end  of 
1891,  and  some  twelve  months  after  was  appointed  Medical 
Officer  cf  Health  for  Cheshire,  which  post  he  held  until  1910. 
He  was  for  many  years  Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  Wirral 
Children’s  Hosj  ital. 

Dr.  Vacher  found  time  to  take  part  in  a number  of  philan- 
thropic movements.  Among  these  were  the  establishment  of 
Provident  Dispensaries  in  the  Borough,  and  the  local  Hospital 
Sunday  Committee,  of  which  he  was  the  first  secretary.  He  also 
took  an  active  part  in  the  Temperance  movement.  Dr.  Yacher 
was  a voluminous  writer  in  many  directions — medical,  scientific 
and  literary  subjects  all  being  treated  with  considerable  skill  and 
knowledge.  Besides  being  the  author  of  several  works  on 
sanitary  and  professional  subjects,  he  invented  a very  ingenious 
midwifevy  forceps  known  as  Vacher’s  forceps,  which  were  much 
used  in  their  day.  He  also  wrote  many  short  stories,  as  well  as 
a most  interesting  little  book  on  “ Engravers  and  Engraving,” 
which  formed  the  subject  of  his  presidential  address  to  the 
Literary  and  Scientific  Society.  Dr.  Yacher  was  one  of  the 
founders  (Secretary  and  President)  of  the  North  Western 
Association  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  President  of  the 
Incorporated  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  He  was  also 
one  of  the  founders,  and  President  of  the  Birkenhea.d  Medical 
Society;  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society  ; of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute;  and  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health,  and  a 
Member  of  the  Societe  Fruntpiise  d’ Hygiene,  &c. 

Dr.  Yacher  was  a freeman  of  the  City  of  London,  and  at  one 
time  Master  of  one  of  the  old  City  Companies  (The  Tallow 
Chandlers),  and  also  a member  of  the  Plumbers’  Company.  In 
1910  he  was  made  a Justice  of  the  Peace  for  Cheshire. 

Dr.  Yacher  died  at  sea  near  Port  Said,  on  25th  February, 
1914,  and  was  buried  there. 


JAMES  CARTER  BELL,  A.R.S.M.,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S., 

Public  Analyst  for  Birkenhead  1882 — 1913. 


Died  1st  July,  1913. 


The  late  Mr.  Carter  Bell  was  born  at  Hastings  in  1839.  He 
studied  chemistry  at  the  Eoyal  School  of  Mines,  and  on 
completing  his  course  there,  he  shortly  afterwards,  in  1865, 
accepted  the  post  of  chemist  in  the  Manchester  Alum  Works. 
Subsequently  he  opened  a laboratory  in  the  centre  of  Manchester, 
and  in  1876  was  appointed  Public  Analyst  for  Salford,  and  in 
the  same  year  County  Analyst  for  Cheshire.  Similar  appoint- 
ments under  the  Glossop,  Stalybridge  and  Birkenhead 
Corporations  followed. 

Mr.  Carter  Bell  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry,  and  an  active  member  of  the  Society  of 
Public  Analysts  and  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry.  He  was  also 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Manchester  Chemical  Club,  of  which 
he  became  President.  He  was  a volufninous  writer  on  analytical 
subjects,  and  a recognised  authority  as  an  analyst. 

As  a man  he  was  of  a courteous,  gentle  disposition,  and 
held  in  high  esteem  by  those  who  had  the  pleasure  of  intimate 
acquaintance  with  him.  It  was  with  deep  regret  that  his 
colleagues  in  the  Health  Department  heard  that  he  had  passed 


away.

There  has  been  no  addition  to  the  number  of  beds  in  the 
hospital  during  the  year.  The  Staff  consists  of  the  Matron,  17 
nurses,  19  female  servants,  an  engineer,  2 porters  and  2 gardeners. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  hospital  during 
the  year  (Jauuary  1st  to  December  31st)  was  511;  of  these  462 
were  admitted  during  the  year,  and  49  remained  in  hospital  from 
1912.  Out  of  those  admitted  21  died,  giving  a death-rate  of 
4-5  per  cent.,  a low  percentage.
